THE SAFE CARRIED OFF. 


A Brakeinau Was Shot Because He 


Did Not Move Fast Enough 


for the Bobbers. 


T h e southbound Om aha flyer on 


the Burlington was held up at D u g 


hill, tw o miles north of the Francis 


street station, vSt. Joseph, last night 


at 9 : 05 o'clock. 
N one of the pas­ 


sengers were molested, but the safe 


in the A d a m s express car was rolled 


out of the side door, loaded into a 


w agon and taken off.

dits. 
T h e train was due at St. Joseph 


at 9 o'clock, and was a little late,

to careful 
running,

the track, due to recent rains. 


A 
red light 
was s w u n g across 


the track just above the crossing at 


D u g Hill, and the engineer w his­ 


tled dow n brakes, causing a dead 


stop and precipitating the passen­ 
gers out of their seats. 
T h e utmost 
confusion 
resulted, 
for 
everyone 
supposed he was in a wreck. 
Immediately after, several shots 
rang out in sw ift succession, some 
of the passengers counting fifteen, 
and
